This  article  is  a  great  specialty  with  us.  We  grow  close 
to  100  varieties  including  all  important  new  Hybrids,  and  we 
are  quoting  here  on  varieties  of  which  we  still  have  sufficient 
quantity  to  warrant  listing.  However,  good  Lilacs  are  scarce 
and  the  supply  of  most  varieties  listed  is  limited.  Except  where 
marked  o.r,  (own  root)  our  Lilacs  are  grafted  on  Lilac 
Vulgaris.  We  pot  our  understock  in  winter,  "de-eyeing"  them 
carefully,  plunge  them  into  coldframes,  then  take  them  up 
again  in  September  for  grafting  in  the  greenhouse.  At  that 
time'  an  ideal  union  is  obtained.  As  we  have  about  four 
times  to  go  over  the  plant  and  removing  any  growth  below 
the  graft,  there  very  seldom  are  any  suckers  at  all  on  our 
grafted  Lilacs.  This  method  makes  an  exceptionally  strong 
plant  that  produces  immense  flower  trusses.  Next  year  we 
shall  also  have  a  quantity  of  Lilacs  in  l.o.  sizes  on  their  own 
roots.
